While two big mass meetings 
of the older ‘members of both the 
Slav and Greek colonies of Los An- 
geles were talking the language of 
fire and sword, down an alley just off 
Broadway came the rolling sound of 
a drum. 

“A-rat-a-tat. A-rat-a-tat. A-rat- 
a-tat. A-rat-a-tat,” sounded the 
drum and along the alley wound a 
queer on of “trained soldiers 
of Burope.” It ie true that the 
“drum of war” wae nothing but an 
dish-pan, but the age 
drummer beat it proudly. n front 
of the drummer strode a youth of 10 
bearing a long and tremendously 
flerce looking sword.

THOUSANDS PLEDGED. 

At the Servian meeting at a hall at 
No. 7380 North Broadway Rt. Rev. 
Sebastian Dabovitch, head of the 
Greek Catholic Church, offered up 
prayers for the success of the Balkan 
States against the Ottoman DHPmpire. 
There were numerous speakers and 
before the meeting ended a big squad 
of young Slavs had volunteered to go 
to the defense of their country, de- 
claring they could go next week if 
necessary. Two thousand dollare was 
subscribed and a number of contrib- 
utors pledged themselves to contrib- 
ute $5 and $10 a Week as long aa the 
war lasts. The United Servian Bene- 
fit Society has pledged $1000. 

In all, it was stated at the meet- 
ing, $106.000 has been subscribed to 
the war fund by Slav residents of los 
Angeles, while 500 men have put their 
names on the roll of volunteers.

Un- 
der his administration the hospital 
has been enlarged several times 
until it now has a capacity of 100 
beds. ©From 1902 to 1911 ts re- 
celpts’ amounted to $64,333 and it 
took care of 754 absolutely free 


A GREAT BUILDING. 

The new home of the hospital is a 
five-story reinforced concrete struct- 
ure with the exterior finished in 
white enamel pressed brick, It has 


nearly two acres of ground, is set 
high upon a terrace above the noise 


view of the city, the mountains and 
the sea. The equipment is as up-to- 
date as modern can devise. 
There is a light and power plant, 
an ice plant with refrigerating pipes 
and ice boxes throughout the build- 
ing, an incinerator, vacuum cleaning 
system, sterilizer and filtration plant.

Gevice the alr in the building is 
changed and warmed every eight 
minutes. The operating rooms are 
lined with white vitrolite, floored 
with white tiling and possess an 
equipment second to none. . There 
in a telephone in each patient's 
room, while an electric light call 
system for nurses replaces the nolsy 
and confusing bell call system. 

As soon as the sanction of the 
court can be secured the name of 
the hospital will be changed from 
the Columbia to the Good Samaritan. 
Tt is also intended to remove the 
partitions between a number of the 
rooms to make large wards and to 
erect a separate building for the

ODOREFIROUS. 


Long Beach Has Misgivings|*«ne¢ 


About the Change. 


Sighted Off Shore. 


National Convention of Chris- 
tian Churches Coming. 


LONG BEACH, Oct. 20. — Some 


time ago the Consolidated Gas Com- 
pany of this city announced that plans 
for installing a new plant in Long 
Beach had been abandoned gnd that 
for the present gas would be supplied 
direct from Los Angeles and further 
that on January 1 it would begin sup- 
plying patrons with natural gas piped 
from Bakersfield. 

Accompanied by the assurance that 
the natural product would be far 
cheaper, the people halled the news 
with satisfaction and the matter 
would probably have been dropped 
there and the new product brought in 
without any further notice had it not 
been for the tnquisitiveness of City 
Gas Inspector Cline, who on a recent 
visit to Bakersfield looked into the 
matter and submitted a report to the 
Council in which he says that while 
there will be a decided reduction in 
cost and a much greater heating ca- 
pacity, that it will be necessary to 
change burners and taps and provide 
ventilating flues In every house to car- 
ry off the generating gases, otherwise 
the dry heat will damage furniture, 
walis and carpets, to say nothing of 
the irritating effect it has upon nose 
and throat of people who use it. 

The report of the inspector brought 
the matter once more before the peo- 
ple and has been taken up by peo- 
ple who have lived where natural gas 
has been used, with the result that 


the citizens feel that it is going to be 


a source of extra expense, and the 
Council will be asked to make an in- 
vestigation. It is claimed that na- 
tural gas cannot be used safely in gas 
heaters and ranges and particularly in 
a certain make of heaters, of which 
there are several hundred in use in 
Long Beach. This will necessitate 
the changing of all gas appliances in
